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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

2. Claim 2 is cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of an IIR type 
digital filter comprising: a sampling pulse for processing DSP wherein the sampling pulse 
is set to a frequency six times as large as a central frequency of a passing frequency; then 
the coefficients of a transfer function H(z) are set specifically as bi = -l+2" n 5 b2 = l-2~ (n_1) , 
ao = -a2 = 2' n and n is an odd number of 3 or larger as cited all independent claims 1 and 
3-5. 

The closest found prior arts are Richard G. Lyons ("Understanding Digital Signal 
Processing") and Michael ("Design of High Speed Digital Band-pass Filters without 
Multipliers"). Richard in view of Michael disclose an IIR type digital filer comprising a 
sampling pulse for processing DSP wherein the sampling pulse is set to a frequency six 
times as large as a central frequency of a passing frequency. However, Rich in view of 
Michael fail to disclose the transfer function H(Z) of the IIR filter with specific 
coefficients as bi = -l+2" n , b2 = l-2' (n ' { \ ao = -a2 = 2" n and n is an odd number of 3 or 
larger as seen above.
